DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims: 1-4, 19 and 20 

Change the title to: "MANUFACTURING METHOD OF A SEMICONDUCTOR 
DEVICE INCLUDING A CRYSTALLINE INSULATION FILM MADE OF PEROVSKITE 
TYPE OXIDE" 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Japan on 7/14/1999. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed 
a certified copy of the 1 1 -200901 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 - 

4. 19 and 20 directed to a semiconductor device non-elected without traverse. 
Accordingly, claims 1-4, 19 and 20 have been cancelled. 

4. Claims 5-9, 11-18 and 21 are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. the prior art does not disclose or make obvious the method of claim 5, wherein 
the composing ratio of the B-site atom of the amorphous film is set selectively so that 
the temperature, at which the crystallization of the amorphous film starts, is set to 
decrease gradually from the central portion of the amorphous film towards the upper 
surface side and an interface between the amorphous film and the ground film. 

7. The prior art also does not disclose or make obvious the method of claim 21 , 
comprising: forming a first amorphous insulation film made of an ABO3 perovskite type 
oxide dielectric; forming a second amorphous insulation film made of an ABO3 
perovskite type oxide dielectric on the first amorphous insulation film, the second 
amorphous insulation film having higher oxygen content than that of the first amorphous 
film; forming a crystalline insulation film by crystallizing both of the first and second 
amorphous insulation films at a time.
